As a bill overhauling the nation's 
telecommunications laws moved toward 6- 
nal passage Wednesday, senators were 
looking to add provisions aimed at restrict- 
ing children's access to indecent or porno- 
graphic material on television ond'eomput-

The bill would lei local telephone, long- 
distance and cfdile companies get into each 
other's businesses and free the biggest 


electric utilities to provide an array of 
telecommunications services.

the Senate agreed on"a' voice vote Wednes“ 
day not to overturn so-called "dialing.pari- 
ty" rules in. 10 states. Those rules guonm- 
tee that telephone customers only have to 
dial the numeral “1" before making an in- 
-state long-distance calL^tates enacted the 
rules to make sure that^mpanies compet- 
ing against local phone companies were 
not put at a disadvantage. 

AT&T and other long-distance compa- 
nies had lobbied hard for the provision, but 
in a compromise that benefits the Bell 


companies, the measure prevents 13 other 
states that arc writing dialing parity rules 
from implementing them for three years. 

In’oddliionrthe-amcndmcnt bars-long- 
distance companies from jointly marketing ' 
interstate and in-state toll-call service until- 
the Bells arc in the interstate long-distance 
business. 

As currently written, the overall bill also 
would substantially deregulate cable tele- 
vision rates. 

The bill would lift longslonding limits 
on how many TV and radio stations one 
company may own and would remove an

Iraqi tribesmen, soldiers attack 
radio station as unrest smolders 


' .NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) 
Tribesmen and soldiers attacked a 
Todio transmitter Wednesday .hear, 
the prison where two Ameriegos tire 
being held, but were repelldd by 
other soldiers using tanks ond'heli- 
copters, dissidents said. 

The rraorted fitting did not op- 
pett'tO'tnreaten Saddw Hussein's 
grip on power. But it was further 
evidence of unrest among the iorge . 
Duliomi tribe, which dissidents say ' 
took port in bloody riots in Moy in 
■the western province of al-Anbar. 

The attack was Icd by members 
of the tribe on a relay station in Abu 
□hraib, said Hamid al-Dayati, a 
leader of the an Iraqi opposition 
^roup’in London, quoting Baghdad 
lources. Transmission from'the' sta- 
tion— I-2-mnes-wcst"of"Boghdad; — 
stopped briefly, then resumed. 

^bu.Ghraib is (hf^site of a mili- 
tary camp and prison where two 
Ameriocans have been held since 
vlarch after straying across the ill- 
marked Irsq-Kuwait border. 

Iraq’s Infbnnaiion Ministry, in a 
ax to The Associated Press in Jor- 
dan, called the reports “lies and 
wishful thinking.” 

Residents contacted by telephone 
aid Baghdad appeared calm, and 
•one resident living near Abu Ghraib 
said no gunshots were heard. Radio 
rations broadcasted normally and 
television news aired a report on a 
visit by an official from Turk- 
menistan. ' <

Dole, however, acknowledged that 
block grant supporters did not have the 
votes to pass such a fundamental' 
clumgc, which was also sup(rortcd by 
GOP governors including Michigan’s

fit child," said Candy. 

State requirements and school 
practiees'va^ widely.- Many states 
have no physical education require- 


ment for high school students, for 
example. Some offer gym class each 
day for elementary schoolchildren, 
others.o few times o week, and some 
not nt oil.

But an even greater irony is the way 
our health-care system (if it can be called 
a system) seems to prefer high-priced 
medical miracles over cheap and routine 
basic health care. Although we cannot 
yet provide basic health coverage to all 
our citizens, we soonmay be forc^ to fi- 
nance extreme measures to cure the mor- 
bidly obese. 

A word of caution: L^'s not be judg- 
mental about these four patients. Anyone 
who ever has dieted can guess at the 
hopelessness and fmstration that come 
with 100 or 200 pounds of excess 
weight. It is a serious, life-threatening 
“problem, and qae not easilyescaped.— 
Compassion is called for.-^ 

Still, since tax mbnt^ (yours and ours) 
isjyhat’s being fou^t over here, it’s ap- 
propriate to point out that obesity is.an 


afTliction with both physiological and be- 
havioral factors. If taxpayers ore asked to 
provide care for' this ailment, shouldn’t 
the state be allowed to enforce certain 
' conditions on the patients' habits? 

It’s also appropriate to note that stom- 
ach stapling is an iffy procedure. By 
. closing off part of the stomach; the treat- 
ment is supposed to cause a person to eat 
less and therefore, lose weight. But, as 
Health and Welfare has pointed out,. the 
treatment's effects often don’t last, and it 
can have severe and expensive side-ef- 
fects. Furthermore, alternative treatments 
-are available. 

Stapling is, in short, the kind of opera- 
tion gene^ly fperved for people whose 
. weal% allows self-indulgence. The aver- 
age working sti^; covered by normal 
health insurance, probably coul^'t get it. 

Alas, in our entitlement-happy so- 
ciety, if rich folks have something, 
then some lawyer figures poor folks 
deserve it too. At taxpayers' expense, 
of course. - - 

We don’t wish these four women any 
hardship, but we hope the Idaho 
Supreme Court rejects their request.

As the buzEcr sounded and fireworks and 
confetti showered the court, Houston Joined 
such recent consecutive title winners-as the-

This team has Hakeem, who topped 30 
points in each game of the series and in 16 
of his 22 playoff gomes. 

Unlike last year, Olajuwon shared this 
championship, with his college teammate 
and the city’s hofnetown hero, Clyde 
Drexier, who after 12 seasons in the NBA 
savored his first taste of a title. 

I Drcxlcr, who missed winning the 1983 

NCAA championship with Olajuwon at the 
University of Houston and made two unsuc- 
cessftil trips to the NBA Finals with Port- 
iand, had.f5yiraints, nine rebounds and eight 
assists.

The Nevada Athielic Commis- 
sion ruled Bowe and Gonzalez 
could not appear together at the 
MGM Grand or at today’s weigh-in 
following an April 20 incident in 
which the fighters almost came to 
blows. 

WKw they mect’ifilhe ring'Satur^ 
day'ni^t, the fight will be a culmi- 
nation of a feud (hat began after 
Gonzalez outpointed Bowe 3-2 in 
the super heavyweight semifinal 
bout eight years ago in the Pan 
American Games at Indianapolis. 

“‘There’s a lot of hate that goes 
back to 1987 in Indianopolis when 1 
was there with the Cuban team and 
Riddick Bowe came in and said 
what he was going to do to me." 
said Gonzalez, who defected from 
Cub'ain April 1991. 

Although the decision was only 
3-2, Gonzalez knocked Bowe down 
in the first and third rounds. He also 
made Bowe take a standing 8-count 
in the first; Gonzalez took .one in 
the third.

senior households grow faster. 

In addition to the suong economy 
that promised better employment 
opportunities to many younger peo- 
ple hard-pressed for jobs m other 
states, the increase in retirement ege 
households appeared to indicate the 
continued drawing power of Idaho’s 
quality of life and comparably low 
taxbmden.

Fishermen can expect minimal competition and un- 
crowded conditions when angling for warm-water fish.

Fishing pressure on worm weather species was almost 
nonexistent a decade ago, but “interest has picked up quite 
a bit since then,'* says Carl Neltis, regional supervisor of . 
the Idaho Deportment of Fish and Gome in Jerome. 

“Winter fishing for perch, and summer fishing for 
bluegill and croppie has picked up considerably,” Nellis 
says. By for the best area for bluegill is Bruneau Dunes 
State Park, but the re are ponds at the Hagennon Wildlife

Though they are wonn-water fish, it’s possible for tem- 
peratures 10 get too high for bluegill - so they seek cooler 
woter beneo^ the surface. Down there, they can nestle in 
weol beds teeming with aquatic insects. ’ 

Such orm ore-ideal bluegill temtory because, iti addi- 
tion to food, the weed beds provide protective cover 
where threatened fish con hide. 

For skilled anglers, weed beds ore a good place to dan- 
gle a hook - but they aren’t the only place. Like a goo^

Meanwhile, sales fell 0.4 percent 
in April on top of a 0.1 percent de- 
cline in March, marking the first time 
in more than four years that they 
have slipped for two straight months.

ventory being put back on shelves," 
said Ron Sclmibman of the National 
' Association 6f Wholesaler-Distribu- 
tors. 

In an encouraging development on 
the inflation front, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported that the productivity of 
American workers increased 2.7 per- 
cent at an annual rate in the Hrsi 
quarter this year.

U.S. securities remain safe inyestment

COLUMBUS, Ga. — They’re 
safe. 'They're marketable. And they 
make you a creditor of the U.S. gov- 


Investing in government securities 
— Treasury bills, notes and bonds 
— may sound like high finance, but 
savers with as little as Sl.OOO can 
buy a government bond. And con- 
sumers con purchase the securities 
directly from the government. 

“Eve^one needs a portion of their 
assets .invested conservatively in 
CDs (certificates 'of deposit) or Trea- 
suries — whichever is higher," said 
Maureen Ranft, a financial adviser 
and certified financial planner with 
/Prudential Securities in Columbus. 

? Because of their safety and tax ad- 
vantage, Treasuries may be particu- 
larly appealing to investors who' 
have a low tolerance for risk, need 
steady interest income, or wont to re- 
duce their tax burden, Ranft said. 

People who ore willing to do pa- 
perwork can purchase the sectiritie 
directly from the Federal Reserve, 
saving purchasing fees charged 
banks or brokers, said Elsie Amo, a 
certified financial planner and asso- 
ciate professor of economics at 
Columbus College in Geotgia. 

However, the conventence is 
worth the price, because the fees typ- 
ically are not high, Amo said. 

Another'advontage of Treosuq' ser 
curities is they can be bought and 
sold on the secondary market — 
which is helpful if investors need 
th^r money twfore (heir security ma- 
tures.

By comparison, a six- 
month Treasury bill auctioned last 
Monday, April 24, carried a discount 
rate of 5.75 percent. 

A 12-month Treasury bill ouc- 
tioned on Thursday, April 27. carried 
a discount rate of 5.90 percent. One- 
year CDs averaged 6.35 percent in 
the savings chart in today's Money 
Today. 

There's an important difference

With Treas^' notes and bonds, 
investors receive interest payments 
every six months. 

At the time of Issue, foougb, the 
government may or may not sell 
notes and bonds aft^ce value.

Firms hope to stop hard core with software

As Congress lakes up a new telecommunica- 
tions law and accompanying proposals to ban 
pornography from cyberspace, a ^up of com- 
panies have proposed a technical fix.

Progressive 
Networks, to say they will develop .a software' 
standard to enable parents to shut off children's 
access to cyberpom, which is wi^ly available os 
photos and text on foe Internet 

One way it might work is that ratine of con- 
tent would be provided voluntarily by l^t com- 
puters putting information out on the Inteinet, 
Rob Glaser, chief executive of Pro^essive Net- 
works, said Tuesday. 

Parents would then adjust sofhvare on their 


home computers to permit access only to sites 
that don’t offend them. The software. could also 
bar contact with computers that did not have rat- 


Glaser said groups like foe National Education 
Association or foe Cbristian Coalition might be 
colled on to issue such ratings; in fact, dozens of 
groups' views could be included. Glaser is a 
board member of foe Electronic Frontier Founda- 
tion, which opposes most foims of cyber-eensor- 
ship. 

~ “Rofoer than have the government censor foe 
Net, we wonted to give parents options," said 
Neucape’s Rosannne Siino. She said the three 
companies expect to have a report on standards 
by the end of the year. 

Not everyone agrees with them. “The force of 
law, rather than having individual groups rate the 
material, is the better way to go,” said former 


Justice Department official Patrick Trueman of 
the American Family Association. 

Trueman said he expects Congress to vote 
Wednesday or Thursday on the Internet pornog- 
raphy ban offered by Sen. James Exon, D-Neb., 
os an amendment for the Telecommunications 
Reform Act Alternatives ore being offered, too.
